TEL AVIV (R) — Three Israeli soldiers were wounded near the 
south Lebanese town of Nabatiya Sunday, the first such casualties 
since Israel redeployed its forces to safer defence lines, an army 
spokesman said. In the incident a patrol came under light arms fire * 
north of Nabatiya and a grenade was thrown, the army said. Israeli 
forces were searching for the attackers. A week ago Israel pulled 
its forces back from the Shouf mountains 'to a new reinforced 
defence line along south Lebanon's Awali River in an effort to 
reduce casualties. 



Iraq expected to get 5 French jets 

PARIS (R) — Iraq is expected to take delivery of five French 
Super Eiendard fighters armed with Exocet missiles at the end of 
the week, the generally well-informed newspaper Le Monde said 
Monday. It said the aircraft are to be delivered in Bordeaux at the 
end of a 14-week training session for Iraqi pilots and mechanics in 
use of the planes held at the Landivisau Airbase in western 
France. French officials as in the past would not comment on the 
supply of the aircraft, which informed sources have said wit! be on 
loan to the Baghdad government to strengthen its Gulf war effort 
against Iran. Le Monde also described the delivery as a “loan" 
from the French navy, but the newspaper Le Matin quoting well- 
informed military sources said Monday that the Super Etendards 
would be sold outright.

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Gemayel holds 
talks as fighting 
continues 

BEIRUT (R) — Lebanese President Amin 
Gemayel had talks with U.S. envoys, his cab- 
inet and his army chief Monday on a Saudi- 
mediated ceasefire plan, as heavy fighting 
continued southeast of Beirut. 


At three separate meetings 
Gemayel discussed a draft cea- 
sefire accord already approved by 
Druze leader Walid Junblatt but a 
cabinet statement gave no sign 
that the Lebanese government 
would also accept it. 

In the field, anti-government 
forces used artillery and heavy 
weapons against Lebanese army 
positions around the town of Souk 
A1 Gharb in the foothills of the 
Shouf mountains throughout the 
day-, state-run Beirut radio said. 

Gunners in the army-controlled 
area due east of Beirut sent shells- 
southwards in reply, eyewitnesses 
said. 

Some IS kilometres further 
south, heavy fighting was reported 
between Progressive Socialist 
Party (PSP) forces and their Fal- 
angist rivals around the villages in 
Ain A1 Hawr and A1 Burjain. 

A Beirut radio station allied to 
the PSP said the Falangists were 
shelling the area, while Falangist 
radio named IS people it said had 
been killed in the two villages. 

At the presidential palace out- 
side Beirut. Mr. Gemayel and 
Prime Minister Shafiq A1 Wazzan 
first met l/.S. special envoys Rob- 
ert Me Far lane and Richard Fai- 
rbanks, Lebanese Army Chief 
General Ibrahim Tannous' and 
National Security Adviser Wadie 
Haddad. 

Mr. Haddad brought the draft 
ceasefire agreement from Cyprus 
Sunday after talks with Saudi 
Arabian mediator Prince Bandar 
Ibn Sultan. 

A statement issued after a cab- 
inet meeting later said the Leb- 


anese government “insists on the 
role of the army in achieving... 
(Lebanon's) sovereignty and 
unity." 

Mr. Junblatt's mainly Druze 
PSP has demanded that the army 
withdraw from all the mount Leb- 
anon area, including Souk A1 
Gharb, as a condition for a cea- 
sefire and a start to talks on Leb- 
anon's political future. 

After a second meeting with 
Mr. GemayeL attended by Mr. 
Wazzan and Lebanese Foreign 
Minister Elie Salem, Mr. McF- 
arlane said be would leave for 
Saudi Arabia and other Middle 
East capitals later Monday. 

A U.S. Marine spokesman said 
an extra 2.000 Marines had joined 
the American fleet off the Leb- 
anese coast to back up the 1,200 
U.S. troops deployed in Beirut as. 
pan of the Multinational Pea- 
cekeeping Force. 

The spokesman said the new 
Marines would not go ashore 
immediately but -in November 
they would start replacing those 
now on duty. 

During Sunday night shells lan- 
ded in areas of east Beirut, sen- 
ding residents rushing to bas- 
ement shelters, and rocket, art- 
illery and small arms fire lasting 
seven hours hit Beirut Airport. 

Presidentialpalace officials said 
the draft agreement considered 
Monday referred to a ceasefire 
throughout Lebanon, the return 
of all civilians ousted from their 
homes by fighting since the civil 
war of 1975-76, the future dep- 
loyment of the army and all-party 
talks for a “national accord.”

Britons 
advised 
to leave 
Lebanon 

BEIRUT (R) — The British emb- 
assy in Beirut has advised British 
citizens in Lebanon to leave the 
country as soon as possible if they 
have no urgent need to remain, an 
embassy spokesman said Monday. 

British Consul Nicholas Chu- 
rchill issued the advice in a letter 
written more than 10 days ago at 
the height of street fighting and 
shelling of the capital but the letter 
has just begun reaching British cit- 
izens , the spokesman said. 

. Asked to comment era the let- 
ter, British Charge <T Affaires 
Richard Palmer told Reuters: 
"The situation is extremely unc- 
ertain. This is a normal precaution 
any British embassy would take in 
the circumstances which pro- 
mpted it, that is the heavy shelling 
of Beirut.” 

The embassy spokesman said 
the letter was of the “phase two” 
type, suggesting that Britons leave. 


Palestinians may join Lebanon fighting 


KUWAIT (R) — A Palestinian 
leader said in a newspaper int- 
erview published Monday that 
Palestinian forces would join the 
fighting in Lebanon if what he cal- 
led U.S. and Israeli involvement 
continued. 

Salah Khalaf, second in com-' 
-mand of the Fateh commando 
group headed by Mr. Yasser Ara- 
fat, told the Kuwaiti daily A1 
Anba’a: “The Palestinian res- 
istance retaains neutral in the cur- 
rent fighting m Lebanon. 

“But if the U.S. and Israel int- 
ensify their interference in Leb- 
anon, the Palestinians will ove- 
rcome all their differences with 


Damascus and support her and 
Lebanese National Forces mil- 
itarily and politically against the 
American offensive.” 

Mr. Arafat, who also heads the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO), was expelled from Dam- 
ascus on June 24 after accusing 
Syria of backing rebels in Fateh 
seeking a harder political line 
towards Israel and PLO lea- 
dership changes. 

Mr. Nayef Hawatmeh, leader of 
the Marxist Democratic Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine, said 
on Saturday: “ U.S. interference in 
Lebanon prompts the Palestine 


revolution to provide all forms of 
militar y support for the Lebanese 
National Salvation From.” 

The front groups Walid Jun- 
blatt's Druze forces and sup- 
porters of former Maronite Pre- 
sident Suleiman Franjieh and 
former Muslim Prime Minister 
Rashid Karami. 

U.S. troops form part of the 
four-nation peace force in Leb- 
anon, where fighting between 
predominantly Druze Progressive 
Socialist Party and Falangist mil- 
itia intensified on Sept. 4 after Isr- 
aeli troops withdrew from mou- 
ntains east of Beirut. 


Fahd calls for reason 
instead of bloodshed 


BAHRAIN (R) — King Fahd of 
Saudi Arabia Monday raged war- 
ring Arabs to settle their disputes 
through reason instead of blo- 
odshed, the official Saudi Press 
Agency said. 

In an apparent reference to fac- 
tional strife in Lebanon and the 
Gulf war between Iran and Iraq, 
he told Muslim pilgrims in a spe- 
ech in Mecca: “Our disputing bro- 
thers, both Arab and Muslim, 
should lay down their arms and 
resort to reason and not the force 
of arms... they should abandon 
their differences and foil con- 
spiracies." 

The king called on the world's 
major powers and all peace-loving 
international organisations to act 
to stop the bloodshed and achieve 
justice among peoples. 

Mediation efforts 

In Damascus efforts by Saudi. 
Arabia to arrange a ceasefire bet- 


ween warring Lebanese factions 
are apparently deadlocked, sou- 
rces close to Lebanon's opposition 
National Salvation Front said 
Monday. 

Saudi mediator Prince Bandar 
Ibn Sultan returned here early 
Monday from 'Cyprus where he 
held talks with U.S. presidential 
envoy Robert McFarlane and a 
senior Lebanese official on a 
Syrian-approved draft agreement 
for a ceasefire. 

He later briefed Syrian Foreign 
Minister Abdul Halim Khaddam 
and U.S. Ambassador Robert 
Paganelli on the Lebanese gov- 
ernment's response to the draft. 

The sources said the Saudi ini- 
tiative appeared to have fou- 
ndered on the Lebanese gov- 
ernment's insistence on deploying 
its army in the central Shouf mou- 
ntains. a move unacceptable to 
Lebanon's Progressive Socialist 
Party and the Salvation Front. 


U.S. blames Syrians 
for Lebanon discord 


WASHINGTON (R) — Militia 
assaults on Lebanese array pos- 
itions in the strategic Souk AJ 
Gharb region near Beirut over the 
weekend were probably directed 
by Syria, the White House said 
Monday. 

“Druze militia and Palestinian 
forces probably under Syrian con- 
trol and with Syrian logistical sup- 
port engaged in direct attacks on 
the Lebanese army in this area". 
White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes told reporters. 

The Lebanese government has 
charged that Syrian forces are dir- 
ectly participating in the fighting. 

The White House stopped short 
of that, but Mr. Speakes noted 


that m remarks last week Pre- 
sident Reagan “put the blame (for 
the fighting) squarely on the Syr- 
ians.” 

At one point Mr. Reagan ref- 
erred to the conflict as a civil war. 
angering the Lebanese gov- 
ernment. But Monday Mr. Spe- 
akes said Mr. Reagan believed “it* 
is a war being manipulated to a 
large extent outside Lebanon.” 

Lebanese officials also said Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) forces were assisting the 
Druze. 

Souk A1 Gharb overlooks Bei- 
rut and its capture by the Druze 
could threaten the Lebanese 
array’s control of the capital. 


Greece blocks EEC condemnation of Moscow 


ATHENS (R) — The 1 0 members 
of the European Community 
(EEC) Monday expressed regret 
over the downing of a South Kor- 
ean airliner, but because of Greek 
objections they refrained from 
jointly condemning Moscow over 
the incident. 

“The 10 reaffirm their deep 
emotion at the destruction of the 
aircraft of Korean Airlines, which 
resulted in the loss of a great num- 
ber of human lives," - a mildy- 
worded statement issued by com- 
_ m. unity foreign ministers said. 

The statement, issued after day- 
long ministerial talks here, made 
no reference to Soviet res- 


ponsibility for the Sept. 1 downing 
of the airliner in which 269 people 
were killed. 

Diplomats said that reflected 
Greece's staunchly-neutral stand 
over the incident, a stance which 
had caused intense irritation 
among many other foreign min- 
isters Monday. 

“I would have wished a much 
stronger united Statement... it 
Mb a long way short of our (the 
British) position” Britain's For-, 
eign Secretary Sir Geoffrey Howe 
told a news conference. 

Diplomats said West German 
Foreign Minister Hans-Diettich 
Genscher won backing from eight 


of his community colleagues here 
for a stiff censure of Moscow com- 
bined with support for South Kor- 
ean demands of compensation and 
an apology. 

Greek Foreign Minuter Ioann is 
Haralambopouos. chairing a mee- 
ting of the 10 foreign ministers, 
refused to put' his government's 
-name to any such statement. 

The diplomats said Mr. Gen- 
scher, visibly furious, at one stage 
threatened to issue a separate sta- 
tement on behalf of the nine vis- 
itors. 

Britain’s Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe also made a 
strong plea for a joint community 


stance. 

“It's nine against one”, said one 
diplomat at the talks, and added 
that he saw little prospect of Gre- 
ece backing down before the for-, 
eign ministers wind up talks Mon- 
day afternoon. 

The diplomats said Mr. Har- 
alambopoulos told the meeting he 

did not wish to discuss the airliner 
since it had already been dealt 
with by foreign ministers in Mad- 
rid last week and NATO. 

Greece’s Socialist government 
is one of the few Western cou- 
ntries not to have criticised Mos- 
cow over the airliner. 


OPEC may soon raise production ceiling 


BAHRAIN (R) — The chances 
are receding that OPEC will raise 
its production ceiling of 17.5 mil- 
lion barrels per day (b/d) for the 
fourth quarter of this year, oil ana- 
lysts in the Gulf said Monday. 

The OPEC (Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries) 
market monitoring committee 
meets in Vienna on Thursday to 
review developments since the last 1 
full ministerial meeting- in Hel- 
sinki in July. 

• The consensus in the oil ind- 
ustry a month ago was that the 
four-member committee would 
decide to call an emergency min- 
isterial meeting to rase the OPEC 
production ceiling by up to onej 


million b/d. 

But since then, spot oil prices 
have declined from the levels of 
early August and oil companies, 
after some minor stock building, 
appear to be happy with inv- 
entories at current levels, the ana- 
lysts said. 

OPEC oil exports, which some 
.analysts believe rose above 18 mil- 
lion b/d last month, abo appear! 
to have slipped back. 

Tie chairman of the monitoring 
committee, United Arab Emirates. 
Ofl Minister Mana Said A1 Oteiba 
told a seminar in Oxford, England . 
last week: “ I do not think it is adv- 
isable to raise the OPEC pro- 
duction ceiling beyond the current ' 


17 5 million baireb a day.” 

But Venezuelan President Luis 
Herrera Campins said Monday a. 
slight production increase was' 
possible, although he expected no 
change in OPECs current price 
levels. 

Venezuela, Algeria and Ind- 
, onesia are also represented on the 
monitoring committee. 

The 17.5 million b/d ceiling 
has stood since March, when 
OPEC ministers also decided on a 
■five dollars a barrel cut in the ben- , 
chmark oil price of Arabian Light 
Crude to S29. 

The meeting, held in London, 1 
also assigned production quotas to' 
12 of the 13 OPEC members and 


gave Saudi Arabia, the world’s’ 
largest oil exporter, the role of 
bridging the gap between demand 
for OPEC oil and the other mem- 
bers’ production. 

Mr. Oteiba told the Se minar : 
“We can live within this ceiling - 
and I think cons uming nations 
should be aware of this.” 

. The oil analysts said the sch- 
eduled Geneva meeting of OPEC 
ministers in early December 
would be better placed to judge 
whether to boost the ceiling. 

They suggested the prospect of 
a rise in the ceiling in the fourth 
quarter may itself have weighed 
on the market, depressing spot oil 
prices over the last month. 


Moscow

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
Union Monday expelled a U.S. 
diplomat in a fresh blow to rel- 
ations already severely damaged 
by the Soviet destruction of a 
South Korean airliner. 

A statement by the KGB sec-, 
urity police, published by the off- 
icial TASS news agency, said Lon 
David Augustenborg, a vice con- 
sul at the U.S. consulate-general 
in Leningrad, was being declared 
persona: non grata after being 
detained Sunday. 

The KGB said Mr. Aug- 
ustenborg and his wife Denise 
were seized in the Leningrad area 
while carrying out espionage. 

“In the course of the inv- 
estigation material evidence was' 
found, which fully exposed the 
American diplomat and his wife in , 
the process of carrying out esp- 
ionage activity incompatible with 
their diplomatic status,” the brief 
statement said. 

Both the U.S. embassy in' Mos- 
cow and the consulate-general in 
Leningrad declined comment, 
beyond confirming Mr. Aug- 
ustenborg’s position and that he 
had been ordered to leave. 


Hussein, Noor visit 
Korean industrial sites 


SEOUL (R) — Their Majesties 
King Hussein and Queen Noor 
Monday saw steel- making and 
other industrial installations on 
Lhe third day of their visit to South 
Korea. Korean officials were quo- 
ted by Reuter news ageny as say- 
ing. 

The King was briefed on South 
Korean steel industry at the 
state-run Pohang Integrated Iron 
and Steel Co. IPOSCO) on the 
southeast coast, one of the largest 
in the world with an annual crude 
steel production capacity of 9.1 
million tonnes. 

He was accompanied by Korean 
Foreign Minister Lee Bum-Suk. 

The King, who has agreed with 
President Chun Doo Hwan to inc- 
rease political, economic and cul- 
tural cooperation, Sunday called 
on Korean companies to par- 
ticipate in the development of the 
Jordanian economy, officials said. 

Earlier Monday King Hussein 
and Queen Noor visited the tomb 
of the unknown soldier in the 
South Korean capital. They were 
accompanied by the Jordanian 
delegation. The King laid a wreath 
on the tomb and lighted the life 
torch. 

Their Majesties and the acc- 
ompanying delegation visited the 
city of Yang in the south-eastern 
pan of Korea, where they toured 
the various sections of a light-arms 
factory, heard a briefing on the 
products of the factory and wat- 
ched production stages. 

The Jordanian and South Kor-. 
ean sides will issue a joint sta- 
tement Tuesday on the King’s visit 
to South Korea. 

The King will briefly confer 
with President Chun Monday bef- 
ore leaving for Japan. He is also 
due to visit the Philippines. Sin- 
gapore, Malaysia, Thailand, and 
Oman and has already visited 
China. 

During his 5-day visit to Japan, 
developments in the Middle East 
are expected to dominate the Calks 
between King Hussein and Jap- 


anese leaders, according to Jap- 
anese officials in Tokyo Sunday. 

King Hussein, who is due to arr- 
ive in Tokyo Tuesday afternoon 
after official visits to' China and 
South Korea, is making his second 
visit to Japan in nine months. 

A Japanese Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said only two formal 
engagements had so far been sch- 
eduled, a luncheon given by Prime 
Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone on 
Friday and dinner in the evening 
given by Foreign Minister Shi- 
□taro Abe. 

He said the Middle East sit- 
uation would likely be given pri- 
ority in the discussions. 

King Hussein led an Arab Lea- 
gue delegation to Tokyo last Dec- 
ember to explain the Arab peace 
plan aimed at establishing an ind- 
ependent Palestinian state in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

Japan, which imports 70 per 
cent of its oil needs from the Mtd- 
■dle EasL has taken an active dip- 
lomatic role in seeking stability in 
the region. 

It has labelled the Israeli ext- 
ension of settlements on the West 
Bank and Gaza as illegal and a 
.danger to peace and Foreign Min- 
ister Shintaro Abe urged an early 
end to the Gulf war during a rec- 
ent visit to Iran and Iraq. 

Japan’s own position on the 
Palestinian problem calls for a 
compromise between the Arab 
peace plan and the Reagan plan. 

The Foreign Ministry spo- 
kesman noted that trade ties bet- 
ween Japan and Jordan were on a 
small scale and were not expected 
to be a major issue during King 
Hussein’s visit. 

Japan had a lopsided trade sur- 
plus with Jordan in fiscal 1982. 
which ended last March, with exp- 
orts worth S267 million against 
imports of S19 million, mainly 
Jordanian phosphate.

Iraqi jets destroy 2 
Iranian naval targets 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq said 
Monday its warplanes had des- 
troyed two “large enemy naval 
targets” at the northern end of the 
Gulf. 

An Iraqi high command com- 
munique said Iraqi aircraft had 
attacked several Iranian naval tar- 
gets entering the southern Iranian 
port of Bandar Khomeini, hitting 
two of them. 

It gave no details of the Iranian 
vessels, but said “our pilots saw 
thick columns of smoke and ton- 
gues of fire billowing from the two 
destroyed targets and our forward 
observation posts heard exp- 
losions from them.” 

“The rest... fled in disorder try- 
ing to evade our fire,” the com- 
munique said. 

It also said Iraqi jets Monday 
continued raids on Iranian pos- 
itions and important military tar- 
gets in the northern sector of the 
war front and deep in Iran, inf- 
licting heavy losses in men and 
equipment. All the warplanes ret- 


urned to base, it said. 

lx added Iranian artillery had 
shelled the Iraqi border towns of 
Mandali and Qoratu and the sou- 
thern city of Basrah, but made no 
mention of casualties. 

Stddsm warns Kurds 

Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein Monday cautioned Iraqi 
Kurds against siding with Iraq's 
Gulf war foe. Iran and Iraqi 
Kurds, which have been aiding 
Tehran. 

The warning came in an address 
to a group of Kurds from Erbil, in 
the autonomous region of Kur- 
distan in northern Iraq, who came 
to Baghdad to donate gold and 
money for the Iraqi war effort, the 
official Iraqi News Agency. INA, 
said. 

“Those who betray their hom- 
eland with the sons of Mustapha 
Barzani will be treated the same 
way the Barzanis will be treated 
for their treason,” Mr. Hussein 
said. 


U.N. chief gives sad 
report on arms race 


UNITED NATIONS (R) - U.N. 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar, expressing “profound 
alarm” at the failure of dis- 
armament talks, said Monday that 
new weapons systems being dev- 
eloped could make the arms race 
irreversible. 

In a sombre report to the U.N. 
General Assembly he said the 
problem of intermediate-range 
missiles was. perhaps even more 
acute, and unless present neg- 
otiations bore fruit, it might bec- 
ome critical. 

; “Beyond all this,” be said, 
“there looms the longer-term pro- 
spect of the militarisation of outer 
space and the computerisation 
and automation of warfare, which 
could eventually escape political 
control altogether.” 

In a brief reference to the Sov- 
iets’ shooting down on Sept. 1 of a 
South Korean airliner, he said 
there was urgent need for more 
•open and ready communications 
between all sides “in order to cre-

Israel ignores Falangist appeals

Abdallah Bouhabib. int- 
erviewed on television, declined 
to specify what additional support 
his government wanted.

It can handle all internal 
problems, but we cannot fight 
these forces.” he said. 

The Progressive Socialist Party- 
leader Walid Junblatt. int- 
erviewed by telephone from Dam- 
ascus on the same TV programme, 
accused Marine peacekeeping 
forces of helping the Lebanese 
army to kill his followers and said 
the Marines were legitimate tar- 
gets lor the Druze.

ISLAMABAD f R > — Guerrillas 
opposed to the Soviet-backed 
Kabul government have moved 
into three towns in eastern Afg- 
hanistan in a drive to take control 
of the area, guerrilla sources said 
Monday. 

The sources, based in Peshawar 
on the Pakistani side of the bor- 
der. said guerrillas now controlled 
the Bazaar areas of Khost. Urgun 
and Jaji. three towns in Paktia 
Province with good road links to 
Pakistan. 

It was the first time since the 
l‘)7u Soviet invasion that rebel 
fighters had entered the towns, 
which control road links between 
guerrilla bases in Pakistan and 
targets like Kabul, they said. 

The sources said they expected 
Afghan army bases in the towns to 
fall soon, leaving the guerrillas 
free in ship arms into Afghanistan 
by truck rather than by camel over 
the rugged mountains. 

They said guerrillas had cut off 
all water and food supplies to the' 
garrison in Urgun. where more 
than a dozen Soviet advisers and 


Friday that they did dol plan to 
increase the U.S. Marine force iu 
Lebanon or change its mission. 

Mr. Shultz said Lebanon had 
made “requests in one way or ano- 
ther for ... help, for the Mul- 
tinational Force undertaking mis- 
sions different from the mission 
they went in with.”

He said Lebanon needed the 
Syrians and (hat if they were to 
leave now there would be more 
rather than less violence in the 
war-torn country. 

Mr. Junblatt said his objective 
was to get Falangist militia forces 
and the Lebanese army out of 
Shouf and to work for a political 
compromise to Lebanon's pro- 
blems. 

He denied that he was trying to 
overthrow the Gemayel gov- 
ernment but said pan of the com- 
promise solution must be a new 
Lebanese prime minister. 

Ambassador Bouhabib said 
Syria's response to a revised cea- 
sefire plan put forward by Leb- 
anon included demands that the 
Lebanese army withdraw from the 
Shouf and that the army have no 
combat role.

Evren pledges 
change after 
Nov. elections 


ANKARA (R| — Turkish Pre- 
sident Kenan Evren Monday rea- 
ffirmed that the country would 
return to democracy after general 
elections due to be held in Nov- 
ember. 

“With the general elections on 
Nov. 6 this country will return to a 
parliamentary system and thus the 
military regime of the last three 
years will be ended." he said in a 
radio broadcast marking the ann- 
iversary of the 19X0 coup. 

Turkey's ruling generals had 
represented the mildest military 
regime in the world. Gen. Evren 
said, adding: “We have tried our 
best not to be rigid and tough, in 
contrast to what is expected of 
these regimes." 

The president said he had rec- 
eived letters from people all over 
the country pleading for the return 
to democracy to be delayed. 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM - 
As Lebanese militias clash in a bit- 
ter struggle for positions in Leb- 
anon’s Shouf Mountains, Israelis 
are shedding few tears for their 
former Falangist allies. 

Israel, which pulled back troops 
from the Shouf to southern Leb- 
anon a week ago, once promised 
Lebanon’s predominantly Chr- 
istian Falangists it would come to 
their aid if their existence was thr- 
eatened. But there has been little 
apparent reaction to reports in the 
last fortnight of massacres of Fal- 
angists by the Syrian -backed Pro- 
gressive Socialist Party (PSP) 
which is predominantly Druze. 

“The Falangists burned us last 
year when they massacred hun- 
dreds of Palestinian civilians in 


istian village in the embattled 
Shouf Mountains of Lebanon cla- 
imed that gunmen killed up to 120 
people in a massacre carried out 
partly in church. 

One of a group of distraught vil- 
lagers of AJ-Bireh. who were eva- 
cuated to Beirut in four amb- 
ulances. told Western reporters 
that the gunmen summoned gro- 
ups of villagers from the mayor’s 
house to the church, from which 
they never returned. 

They estimated the number of 
dead at between 35 and 1 20. say- 
ing some people were still missing. 

50. said the 
armed men. wearing red head- 
scarves. entered the village last 
Tuesday after rightist defenders 
had fled from a superior attacking 
force..

Mr. Salwan. a native of the vil- 
lage who lives in Beirut, told rep- 
oners that survivors told him the 
killing was done by Syrians. Pal- 
estinians and Druze irregulars.

AMMAN ( Petra) — Minister of Information Adnan 
Abu Odeh Monday congratulated tbe recently- 
elected Journalists’ Association President Mah- 
moud A1 Kayed and the association’s council mem- 
bers on their election in the vote which took place 
Aug. 19. 


In his meeting with the new ass- 
ociation's team in the ministry. 
Mr. Abu Odeh voiced his app- 
reciation of the democratic way 
and practices of Jordanian jou- 
rnalists' organisation. Ever since 
the government thought of mod- 
ernising the Journalists' Ass- 
ociation law. democratic dialogue 
and interaction has characterised 
the discussions of the Jordanian 
journalist corps, the outcome of 
which has been the recent election 
that took place in an atmosphere 
similar to that which preceded the 
election. 

Mr. Abu Odeh stressed the 
government's interest in con- 
tinued dialogue within the Jor- 
danian national framework, and 
described such a dialogue as int- 
rinsic to our people's nature, as 
reared and nurtured by His Maj- 
esty King Hussein. 

The new journalists' law is pro- 
gressive. and has been one of the 
few laws to have been subject to 
elaborate discussion by various 
sectors of our society. Mr. Abu 
Odeh said. Memorandums, con- 
tacts and meetings were part of 
such a democratic process, which 
included not only journalists but 
also government ministers and the 


National Consultative Council in 
addition to contributions from the 
Jordanian press, journalists and 
interested commentators, the min- 
ister pointed out. 

This lengthy discussion of the 
law was not in proportion to the 
number of journalist body mem- 
bers. but in this regard con- 
sideration was not based on the 
numbers of those involved but on 
the vitality of the message carried 
by journalists. Mr. Abu Odeh 
said. 

“I hope your council, elected 
according to the new law. will 
adhere to the Jordanian concept 
of the significance of journalism, 
and the principles to be respected 
in order to guarantee a decent, 
truthful and loyal press that does 
its duty to the country, the King 
and the people.” Mr. Abu Odeh 
stressed. 

The minister emphasised that 
he did not want to mention vio- 
lations that smeared the practice 
of democracy by some people, 
who manipulated the freedom of 
expression enjoyed in Jordan to 
criticise the new law. which they 
participated in discussing. Indeed 
they also took pan in the activity 
of the journalists' body during the 


legal transitional period that pre- 
ceded the recent election. Mr. 
Abu Odeh elaborated. 

“We cannot deny these who 
participated in the preparations 
for the new election through the 
workings of the caretaker com- 
mittee which created the suitable 
climate tor the responsible pra- 
ctice of democracy", the minister 
said. 

Mr. Abu Odeh concluded his 
meeting with Mr. Al Kayed 
and the council members by rei- 
terating the confidence of the gov- 
ernment. himself and the jou- 
rnalistic body in the new council. 

Mr. AI Kayed thanked the min- 
ister on behalf of the council and 
praised his consistent und- 
erstanding of the Jordanian jou- 
rnalists' circumstances. He added 
that some mistakes by members ot 
the journalists' body who had vio- 
lated the rules of the democratic 
tradition of the organisation exp- 
ress the shon-sighiedness and 
exeessbeness within the journalist 
framework had been made. This 
issue had been discussed by the 
council and will be dealt with del- 
icately and responsibly. Mr. A! 
Kayed said. 

Stressing the significance and 
fruitfulness ot the discussions that 
preceded the approving of the new 
journalists' law. Mr. Al Kayed 
expressed his thanks to the gov- 
ernment and the minister of inf- 
ormation for their positive att- 
itude and democratic stance tow- 
ards the press and journalists in 
general.

Group urges Arab public opinion Demand for electricity triples Diplomats view 
to help solve Lebanese crisis in one week, say JEA sources UNRWA projects

AMMAN — A group of leading 
professional people including Nat- 
ional Consultative Council (NCC) 
members Monday issued a sta- 
tement directed at Arab public 
opinion calling on “all responsible 
citizens to exert every possible 
effort to support Lebanon in word 
and action in order to help ove- 
rcome its crisis and achieve unity 
and preserve its sovereignty. 

The statement says that the 
Arabpeople's demand should inc- 
: lude firstly an immediate and unc- 
onditional ceasefire by every party 
in Lebanon. 

Secondly there should be a nat- 


ional meeting comprising genuine 
representatives from the Leb- 
anese groupings without taking 
into consideration both the fig- 
hting prowess and the size of the 
groups. 

Another plank included in the 
call is the dismantling of all armed 
militias and organisations reg- 
ardless of their affiliation, both 
factional and familial. 

The fourth principle enshrined 
in the statement is that there sho- 
uld be national reconciliation in 
Lebanon based on the revision of 
the present governmental formula ■ 
so as to establish real democracy 
in Lebanon. 

The statement also calls for the 
setting up of a powerful Lebanese

Productivity seminar concluded 

AMMAN (Petra) — A seminar on poductivity was concluded 
Monday at the Institute of Public Administration having been 
held m cooperation with the Amman Chamber of Industry. The 
one-week seminar discussed topics centred on ways of improving 
and assessing productivity. The 16 participants, from various 
industrial and commercial firms, visited a processing plant where 
they were briefed on production techniques followed in imp- 
roving productivity. 

Balqa projects, budget discussed 

SALT (Petra) — Project priorities and the budget of the Balqa 
Govemorate formed the topics of discussion prior to cabinet 
referral in a meeting of government department heads chaired 
Monday by Balqa Governor Mohammad Al Khatib. The meeting 
also diseased the projects which will be carried out by gov- 
emorate departments so as to help improve public services. The 
JD 6 million worth of projects, which are included govemorate s 
plan, concentrate on water, electricity and roads upgrading and 
are scheduled to be completed during the coming year.

AMMAN (Petra) — The general assembly of the Jordan Hotels 
Association (JHA) held its annual meeting at the Ammon Hotel 
Sunday and received two reports on the administrative and fin- 
ancial situation of the association.

tourist activities in Jordan.

Driving 
schools to 
be subject 
to stricter 
scrutiny 

AMMAN (Petra) — A Dep- 
artment of Public Security spo- 
kesman pointed out that learner 
driver centres in Jordan- performs 
their task according to a pro- 
gramme assigned by the Licencing 
Authority in cooperation with the 
Royal Automobile Club of Jordan 
and centres representatives. 

The training programme inc- 
ludes 35 hours practical training 
and 20 hours theoretical tuition, 
the spokesman said. He added 
that the Licencing Authority is 
monitoring the driving centres' 
activities to make sure that they 
abide by Interior Ministry reg- 
ulations with regard to equipment 
and iis maintenance. 

Those learner driver centres 
which violate the regulations eit- 
her by charging higher fees, by not 
giving the assigned lessons or thr- 
ough carelessness will be liable to 
incur certain measures against 
them', the spokesman added. He 
also said that a new driving centres 
section has been established at the . 
licencing Authority to foDow up 
and control their activities and to 
make sure that they abide by the 
regulations. 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan Ele- 
ctricity Authority (JEA) sources 
said that the demand for ele- 
ctricity has grown during the cur- 
rent week by 30 per cent com- 
pared to September 19R2; an inc- 
rease that is unmatched in the reg- 
ion. 

The total demand of volume on 
ihe national electricity network 
reached 310 megawatt, which is 
ten-fold the capacity Jordan had 
ten years ago. the JEA sources 
pointed out. 

The new leap in demand forele- 
ctricity is attributed to huge inc- 
rease in industrial demand, par- 


ticularly by the cement, pho- 
sphate. and potash industries on 
the one hand, and the expanding 
of electrical services to the cou- 
ntryside on the other, the sources 
$aid. 

JEA expects the demand to 
keep increasing at the present 
exceptional rate during 1984 due 
to start of production at the South 
Cement Factory and the use of 
electric power for the pumping of 
water in the northern part of the 
country. 

The volume of demand for ele- 
ctrical power has increased in par- 
allel to Lhat for other oil by- 


products during the last few years, 
the sources said. However, while 
over the last few months there has 
been a decrease in the demand for 
petrol demand for more electrical 
power has tripled, the sources 
added. 

JEA has proved capable of sat- 
isfying the increasing demand wit- 
hout delay, shortcomings or 
power cuts, the sources emp- 
hasised. Moreover, the future 
supply of power has been planned 
carefully and the intensification of 
work on new projects is underway 
to satisfy future needs completely, 
the JEA sources concluded.

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Triumph of a cause 

THE HAUGHTY MANNER in which the Western nations have cold- 
shouldered the U.N. Conference on Palestine should help the rest of 
the world' see their hypocrisy and crude betrayal of the elementary 
principles of peace and justice in world affairs. It is a crude man- 
oeuvre to conceal a moral defeat. In other words they admit that they 
have run totally out of arguments in defence of their client Israel. 

. Israel, condemned times out of number by every international 
forum and by the United Nations, still remains a protege of the West. 
Exhibition of double standards was seldom so obviously disagreeable, 
it is becoming increasingly evident that, like Israel itself, Israel's 
supporters have reached a point where they are not concerned about 
what' the world thinks of their wholly questionable conduct. They 
persist in their belief that the final victory would belong to evil if it was, 
in their own assessment, adequately backed by instruments of ind- 
iscriminate destruction. And. again as they see it. Israel has the gun so 
it must be the ultimate victor. To be on the winning side, no matter 
how tainted the triumph, the West would give its soul to anyone. This 
is a sick mentality. PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat could not have been 
more right on the target than when he told the conference that the 
Western nations were clearly showing their “colonialist mentality.'' 
That's probably the most appropriate description. 

However, the fact that the U.N. conference has taken place, the 
obstinate resistance from Israel, the U.S. and the Western powers 
notwithstanding, proves it beyond doubt that a vast majority of the 
people of the world support the cause of justice and peace in Palestine. 
The same majority, by the same token, are essentially in agreement on 
the grave danger Israel poses to the whole world. Practices over the 
past thirty-six years testify that by its racist nature and expansionist 
aims, the Zionist threat does not only endanger the Arab World but 
also represents a serious menace to the security and interests of 
peoples the world over. If the real Tacts were any different, a U.N. 
.conference of the kind that was held last week in Geneva would have 
been impossible to convene. The West have expelled themselves from 
clean company: A remarkable feat of self-censure, however unwitting 
it may be — Kuwait Times.

Al Ra'i: Falling in Israel's trap 

IT IS clear now that Israel has succeeded in involving the U.S. and 
France and finally Britain in the Lebanese quagmire. In its invasion 
of Lebanon and its war of genocide against the Lebanese people and 
the Palestinians. Israel failed to achieve its ultimate goals. Neither 
has Israel succeeded in turning its military superiority into a political 
victory or imposing the domination of the Falangists over all other

• powers or foreign forces which amass for its support. The Lebanese 
"should realise now that any more fighting serves only the ambitions 
of Israel and its friends who wish to see the Arab World destroyed 
piecemeal.

Same band-aids bring same results

The spectacle of American 
and French peace-keeping for- 
ces in Lebanon becoming inv- 
olved in the daily warfare there 
is powerful testament to the 
fact Lhat the irrationality of the 
situation in Lebanon will only 
increase if all parties continue 
to adhere to present positions. 

It was probably inevitable 
that the American. French and 
other troops in the mul- 
tinational force would eve- 
ntually come under fire from 
one or more of the factions t hat 
make up Lhe Lebanese political 
mosaic. It is probably equally 
logical. in the circumstances, 
that the Americans and French 
would shoot back- After ail. 
what country would ever place 
its troops in a dangerous pos- 
ition and not allow them to 
defend themselves? 

There are many theories 
about why the hostilities that 
started in Lebanon in the 
Spring of 1975 have never cea- 
sed. and. in fact, have escalated 
as assorted political-' 
religious/ethnic groups within 


Lebanon become more org- 
anised. more militaristic and 
more adamant about sharing 
power in a country that was 
once held up to the rest of the 
world as a model of power- 
sharing. 

That model may have fun- 
ctioned satisfactorily for sev- 
eral decades of post- 
independence. but U was clear 
as early as the beginning of the 
197(>s that it could not survive 
for very much longer. Why. 
one wonders, should the Leb- 
anese people be the exception 
to the international trend of 
more participation in power- 
sharing by organised political 
minorities throughout the 
world? 

The dominance of the Leb- 
anese political and economic 
system by the Falangists/ 
Maronites was only half- 
heartedly challenged in the 
195Us and 196Us. when the 
power structure in Lebanon 
could always hide behind the 
convenience of a system of 


government that apportioned 
ministerial posts, and cor- 
responding authority and inf- 
luence. on the basis of each 
ethnic/religious groups' num- 
erical strength. But if that sys- 
tem of distribution of power 
based on numerical strength 
were followed to its logical 
conclusion, the changing dem- 
ographic structure of the cou- 
ntry should have brought with 
it a change in the distribution of 
ministerial posts and political 
power. It did not. 

The more organised Leb- 
anese minority populations are 
now demanding a greater bal- 
ance in the power-sharing sys- 
tem. based on the real relative 
strength of their numbers and 
the numbers of all the other 
non-Falangist political group 
in Lebanon. 

The Maronites/ Falangists 
have always resisted this pri- 
nciple of reviewing the app- 
ortionment of political power 
in Lebanon, because they sus- 
pected that it would mean a 


loss is their dominant position. 
To avoid this, they have turned 
traditionally to more powerful 
forces from outside Lebanon to 
help maintain the status quo. 
To this end, they called on the 
Americans in the 1950s. the 
Syrians in 1976. the Israelis in 
1982 and the Americans- 
Freneh. British and Italians of 
the multinational force in 
1983. 

If the purpose of the mul- 
tinational force is to freeze the 
situation in Lebanon and pre- 
serve indefinitely the exh- 
austed political superiority of 
the Maronites/ Falangists, 
while the land of Lebanon is 
effectively partitioned into 
four or five zones in which var- 
ious foreign and local powers 
rule, then this awkward reality 
should be acknowledged. 

If the purpose of Lhe mul- 
tinational force is. rather, to 
help the Lebanese people, as a 
whole- restore a measure of 
physical security which would 
allow the revamping of the nat- 


ional political structure on a 
more rational and honest basis, 
then this should be recognised 
and attempted with vigour. 
Only a power-sharing arr- 
angement that recognises the 
demographic realities of Leb- 
anon. based on a new pop- 
ulation census, can have a cha- 
nce of bringing together all the 
Lebanese people once again. It 
is a long-shot, to be sure, that 
the mosaic of Lebanon can be 
put back together on a more 
equitable basis, to the sat- 
isfaction of all lhe major gro- 
ups in the country. Yet this 
should certainly be the goal of . 
all parties involved in the cou- 
ntry today, particularly the for- 
eign powers who are there on a 
mission of peace-keeping, and 
who have started using their 
weaponry. 

If the foreign powers in the 
multinational force are going 
to be drawn further into the 
domestic power struggle on 
behalf of any one of the Leb- 
anese parties, and under the 
guise of helping the sovereign 


leadership of the Lebanese 
poepte extend its influence 
throughout the country, then* 
one suspects the multinational 
force shall have degenerated 
into just another of the many 
street militias that are at the. 
root of Lebanon's present dif- 
ficulties. 

It is no coincidence that sup- 
erpowers who still do not wish 
to apply the principle of nat- 
ional self-expression to the 
people of Palestine aie also 
hesitant to ask the Lebanese 
people to apply an equal mea- 
sure of honesty and equality in 
reorganising their internal pol- 
itical life, it seems that the 
band-aids that have been app- 
lied to the Palestine issue are 
being transferred to the Leb- 
anese arena. The results will be 
the same — continued conflict, 
warfare, bloodshed and the 
refusal of wronged people to 
submit to either the short-term 
military superiority of their 
immediate enemies or the 
long-term political non- 
chalance of the superpowers. 



Reformist trends hardly satisfactory to Chilean masses

SANTIAGO — Eclipsed during a 
decade of military rule. Chile's 
politicians are emerging from the 
shadows to find that their common 
opposition to President Augusto 
Pinochet is being undermined by 
age-old divisions. 

Political activity is still formally 
in recess, parties are banned and 
democratic rule is not due to ret- 
urn to Chile until 1989. but some 
of the opposition's leaders have 
ridden a recent wave of popular 
protest to end up at the neg- 
otiating table with Interior Min- 
ister Sergio Jarpa. 

Their initial successes have ser- 
ved only to focus attention more 
sharply on their aims, their tactics, 
their unity and their ability — for 
all agree lhat Mr. Jarpa. a skilful 
and experienced politician, is for- 
midable adversary. 

On the surface, the Democratic 
Alliance of the Republican right. 
Social Democrats. Christian 
Democrats. Radicals and Soc- 
ialists appears to have made pro- 
gress on ail four fronts. 


They have laid out clearly in a 
document their criticism of the 
military government and of its 
econom ic record, the principles on 
which a new democratic order 
should be founded and their dem- 
ands for achieving it — the dep- 
arture of Gen. Pinochet and a tra- 
nsitional government lasting IS 
months. 

The leaders of the alliance see 
themselves as legitimate partners 
in the dialogue with Mr. Jarpa 
because their parties were among 
the traditional forces in Chilean 
politics before the 1973 coup 
which overthrew the late Salvador 
Allende. 

But they have also set the- 
mselves up as spokesmen for the 
mass popular protests which 
sprang up last May and have 
grown in intensity despite the gov- 
ernment's attempts to crush them. 

Diplomats say that Mr. Jarpa 
probably shares that assessment 
but President Pinochet clearly 
does not. 

In the last few weeks, he has 
made clear that his distaste for the 
old guard politicians and Che old 
style democracy, which allowed 
what he considers to be the abe- 
rration of Mr. Allende' s elected 


Marxist government, is as sharp as 
ever. 

"I don't recognise the Dem- 
ocratic Alliance.’’ he said. 

Diplomats say Hi years of und- 
erground activity raise doubts 
about how many Chileans the 
party leaders represent and whe- 
ther they have the political skill 
and stamina required now. 

The protests too are a problem 
for the alliance, which has ass- 
umed leadership while at the same 
time claiming to be essentially a 
social phenomenon responding to 
a political and economic crisis. 

Diplomats say that by doingso. 
the alliance parties fail to appear 
as responsible partners for the 
armed forces, which view the pro- 
tests as leading only to violence. 

The opposition counters by say- 
ing that the security forces were 
responsible for the 32 deaths so 
far. 

At the same lime, they appear 
to be surrendering part of their 
justification for talking to the gov- 
ernraent and tacitly, ack- 
nowledging what the parties of the 
left say — that the alliance does 
not control or speak for. the pro- 
testers. 


The left is in any case another 
problem for the alliance. 

The Socialists. Mr. Allende' s 
party, are unhappy at the exp- 
ulsion of the Communists from the 
alliance — both because of their 
shared ideological heritage and- 
because cold political calculations 
make the Socialists reluctant to 
abandon to them the traditionally 
fertile ground of the left in Chile. 

Thus the Socialists are also tak- 
ing pan in the popular democratic 
movement — in effect the rem- 
nants of Mr. Allende’ s Popular 
Unity coalition — which includes 
the Communists, the Christian left 
and the Movement of Popular 
Unitary Action iMAPUt. 

Those parties have suffered 
more than most from the brutal 
repression under. Gen. Pinochet's 
government and most of then- 
former leaders are either dead or 
in exile. 

The result has been splits and 
factionalism, especially among the 
Socialists where there is a pro- 
liferation of splinter groups. 

The party has given three news 
conferences in the last 1 0 days, but 
none of the dozen leaders who 
have called them has appeared at 
more than one. 


Divisions, however, are not 
confined to the left. 

The Christian Democrats, con- 
sidered by diplomats to be the best 
organised party after the Com- 
munists. were severely emb- 
arrassed when their flamboyant 
former Senator Jorge Lavandero 
received permission from Mr. 
Jarpa to stage a rally in the capital 
last week without first consulting 
the alliance. 

Mr. Lavandero is president of 
the Project for National Dev- 
elopment (Prodent, a group of 
politicians which has been one of 
the government's most vocal and 
unpredictable critics. Under pre- 
ssure from the alliance, Mr. Pro- 
den finally called off the rally. 

The Christian Democrats have 
traditionally been more to the left 
than their namesakes in Europe, 
winning power in the 1961 is with 
the slogan “revolution with fre- 
edom." but they also have a strong 
conservative wing. 

Political sources say differences 
have emerged over their relations 
with the Communists in the all- 
iance and cooperating with them 
in the protest movement. 

The return of prominent exiles 
could exacerbate such tensions 


despite their prompt declarations 
of loyalty to party leader Gabriel 
Valdes. 

More strains are evident in the 
alliance's relations with the trade 
unions, which began the protests 
last May led by rhe powerful cop- 
per workers. 

Old political differences plague 
the unions, however, and dip- 
lomats say the Workers National 
Command, formed to run the sec- 
ond protest, has looked inc- 
reasingly shaky, especially since 
the failure of a call for a general 
-strike in June. 

The Roman Catholic Church, 
which has played a key role in bri- 
nging about talks between Mr- 
Jarpa and the alliance, has also 
been less voluble in its criticism of 
the government since Juan Fra- 
ncisco Fresno replaced Cardinal 
Raul Silva Henriquez as arc- 
hbishop of Santiago in June. 

The cardinal's role as lightning 
rod for criticism has to some ext- 
ent been taken by the new pre- 
sident of the supreme court. Raf- 
ael Reiamal. who is seen by some 
members of the alliance as a pos- 
sible candidate for president dur- 
ing the l»S-month transition- per- 
iod. 


Mondale reluctantly happy with Carter’s support for nomination

WASHINGTON — Fourteen 
months before the U.S. pre- 
sidential election, a fierce struggle 
for support grinds on among 
Democratic nomination con- 
tenders even as public attention is 
riveted on international crises. 

President Reagan, a Rep- 
ublican. has held the spotlight for 
weeks because of tensions in Leb- 
anon and the downing of a South 
Korean airliner by the Soviet 
Union. 

But the Democratic race has 
rolled on with a number of power 
moves among the rivals, a contest 
well-illustrated by the sudden ret- 
urn of former President Jimmy 
Carter to the partisan fray. 

At a “summit meeting" wit- 
nessed by a handful of reporters 
and 10 television crews in a rem- 
ote area of Georgia, the former 
president emerged from political 
shadows to extol the candidacy of 
his ex-vice president. Walter 


Mondale, and to squelch talk that 
"relations between them had coo- 
led. 

The blessing from Mr. Carter, 
who had all but vanished from the 
political arena since Mr. Reagan 
.beat him in 1980. could also be a 
big plus for Mr. Mondale in his 
struggle with astronaut hero John 
Glenn and possibly with black civil 
rights leader Jesse Jackson in Mt. 
Carter’s native South. 

The contest is emerging from a 
summer-doldrum period and sta- 
rting a long downhill run towards 
the general election campaign one 
year from now, 

U.S. presidential elections start 
in earnest in September after the 
two major parties have chosen 
their nominees at summertime 
conventions. 

Actual selection of convention 
delegates is not scheduled to start 
until Feb. 27 in Iowa. The process 
hits breakneck speed with a bar- 
rage of primary elections in 
March. 

The Republicans can only mark 
time until Mr. Reagan reveals if he 


will seek re-election. He is exp- 
ected to tip his hand in November 
and aides are confident the dec- 
ision will be "yes.” 

But for the- Democrats, the 
run-up to the primaries will soon 
resume with a series of important 
rehearsal events. 

Some major organised labour 
groups, including the AFL-CIO 
central trade federation, will vote 
to throw their support to one 
Democrat or another late. this 
month and early next month. Mr. 
Mondale is the overwhelming fav- 
ourite in those arenas. 

State Democratic parties in 
Maine and Iowa will hold widely 
publicised candidate forums in 
early October, with informal 
“straw polls” on current pre- 
ference trends. Mr. Mondale app- 
ears to have the edge in Maine but 
Lhe outlook in Iowa is cloudier. 
By then the Democratic picture 
could be scrambled by the ent- 
rance of the fiery and con- 
troversial Mr. Jackson into the 
race. 

Mr. Jackson. 41 .who has a huge 


"grassroots following but only lim- 
ited support among black political 
leaders, is expected to announce 
his decision after a trip to Europe 
later this month. 

Political analysts give him no 
chance of winning the Democratic 
nomination. 

His candidacy could help the 
party by leading many blacks to 
register and vote. But it could hurt 
Mr. Mondale, a liberal with a 
' strong record on black civil rights 
issues, by drawing off many votes 
from him. 

In that sense the potential Jac- 
kson candidacy merely spotlights 
a political situation that has held 
firm for months. 

By any standard of measure, the 
Democratic contest remains a 
two-man race between Mr. Mon- 
dale. with his superior org- 
anisation. top campaign financing 
and general popularity, and Mr 
Glenn, with his heroic stature as 
America's first man in space and 
. his growing appeal as an attractive 
moderate alternative to Mr. Rea- 
gan. 


One recent Democratic pre- 
ference poll by ABC news showed 
Mr. Mondale with 43 per cent. Mr. 
Glenn with 28. Mr. Jackson eight 
and Senator Alan Cranston of Cal- 
ifornia. a nuclear freeze crusader, 
with six. 

The three other declared can- 
didates — Senators Gary Hart of 
Colorado and Ernest Honings of 
South Carolina and former Flo- 
rida governor Reubin Askew — 
got three per cent or less. 

A few polls have had the two 
leaders level or Mr. Glenn ahead. 

Former Senator George Mcg- 
overn. the losing Democratic 
White House candidate in 1972. 
may also mount a late candidacy 
that could drain some liberal bac- 
king from Mr. Mondale and Mr. 
Cranston. 

Against that backdrop. Mr. 
Mondale's pilgrimage to Mr. Car- 
ter typified the struggle to gain 
every possible ounce of leverage. 

Mr. Glenn courted Mr. Carter 
last spring. Mr. Mondale had 
made no such move toward his old 
chief since he joined the race in 


February. 

Although Mr. Mondale aides 
deny he has been tiying to keep his 
distance from Mr. Carter, who left 
office a very unpopular president, 
that is the widespread public per- 
ception. 

He seldom mentions Mr. Car- 
ter’s name in speeches, even when 
his rivals do so on the same stage. 
He has also criticised some Carter 
■ policies, including the 1979 anti- 
Soviet grain embargo. 

Mr. Mondale thus had a two- 
fold “jimmy Carter problem”: 
The need to demonstrate ind- 
ependence without showing, uns- 
eemly disloyalty, and the need for 
Mr. Cartels support in key sou- 
thern states where Mr. Glenn has 
lately taken a lead in popularity 
polls. 

The South will be unusually 
important in 1984 because it 
commands the biggest single bloc 
of delegates to the Democratic 
convention and because many of. 
its primaries and party caucuses 
come very early, when any major 
defeat can doom a candidate. 
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Progress in Jordan — whose responsibility is it?

AMMAN (J.T.) — The following is the second of a two-part article in 
which the writer, a former minister of culture and youth and presently 
fhairnt an of the National Consultative Council's (NCC) Legal Com- 
mittee, examines the Kingdom’s experience in political life since ind- 
ependence in 1946 until this day. In the first part, which appeared in 
yesterday's Jordan Times, Mr. Hikmat ashed pertinent questions as. 
to how development In the Arab World, particularly in Jordan during 
the past several decades, was affected by prevailing political cir- 
cumstances and structures, and also analysed the conditions under 
which a meaningful change, towards more democratic dialogues and 
better social and political standards, could be achieved. Today he 
continues discussion of the political climate that led to the est- 
ablishment of the NCC in 1978 and its role in filling the gap of an 


elected parliament in Jordan. 

Return to calm change 

Nonetheless, yearings for legal 
political organisations continued, 
and concern for a straight dem- 
ocratic parliamentary life per- 
sisted. The situation resulting 
from Israel's occupation of the 
West Bank, and the Rabat sum- 
mit, 1974. decisions had imposed 
an incomplete form of par- 
liamentary life. 

The conservative Jordanian 
right caught its breath, and tra- 
ditional power-centres relaxed. 
The Jordanian left reoeived the 
news of the National Union’s liq- 
uidation with a grin. But calm 
change continued, and a feeling 
for responding positively to cha- 
nge requirements perservered. 
Emerging forces in the Jordanian 
society were finding their way into 
the general process. Wide strata of 
the Jordanian intelligentsia were 
assimilated in the Jordanian state 
institutions, and those who bel- 
onged to certain class strata and 
ideological conventions continued 
to contribute to the political adv- 
ancement, particularly with their 
appointment for leading positions 
in the state. Some of these were 
elements that had played an eff- 
ective role in the row defunct Nat- 
ional Union. 

Within the framework of calm 
change and modernisation, both 
spontaneous and instigated by 
decisions by the higher Jordanian 
leadership, significant changes 
took place. Prime Minister Mudar 
Bad ran formed his first cabinet, in 
1V76 and Sharif Abdul Hamid 
Sharaf, who had been in contact 
with the Union's experiment as 
Jordan’s representative to the 
United Nations, assumed res- 
ponsibility as chief of the Royaf 
Court (a post traditionally held by 
the King’s closest adviser}. The 
nature of both jobs (that Sharif 
Sharaf held before and after 1976) 
rendered it inevitable for him to 
contact* forces that do not belong 


to the traditional and conservative 
trends. 

The process of involving new 
forces in the state’s decision- 
making process, started a new pol- 
itical activity that sought to exp- 
ress its existence. The new forces 
tried to give the issue of political 
progress a push forward. The Jor- 
danian state by then had become 
more self-confident and open- 
minded. Adoption of cou- 
nterviews or an opposing ide- 
ology no longer generated a hot- 
tempered response as before. The 
main obstacle to a return to par- 
liamentary democracy remained a 
constitutional one. as it was imp- 
ossible to hold elections on the 
East Bank while the West Bank 
remained under Israeli occ- 
upation. 

The second obstacle was a pol- 
itical one resulting from the Rabat 
summit decision, which expressed 
Arab unanimity to acknowledge 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) as the sole leg- 
itimate representative of the Pal- 
estinian people. This contradicted 
with the standing Jordanian con- 
stitution. 

The resulting situation led to a 
search for a provisional alt- 
ernative form for a parliamentary 
life. A political and legislative 
body to fill the gap was urgently 
needed to replace the halted gen- 
eral elections. The new form had 
to be approached in compliance 
with constitutional provisions, 
which was difficult to amraend 
under prevailing conditions. The 
National Consultative Council 
(NCC) was the formula arrived at. 
which provided for a consultative 
non-commining character that 
does not violate the constitution. 
Whether to elect representatives 
to the emerging NCC or to resort 
to appointing the members was an 
issue that underwent eleborate 
debate. The constitutional and 
political ' obstacles ruled out an 
elective, approach, and the debate 


moved on to the nature of the 
appointed members. Were these 
to have a representative character, 
or whether the selection was to be 
made on intellectual group bases, 
the outcome was a mixture of the 
two. The first NCC body was for- 
med and proclaimed on April 19/ 
1978. The second NCC was app- 
ointed two years later. And. the 
third NCC of today is now app- 
roaching the end of its terra, in 
April 1984. 

> The new structure 

The setting up of the NCC met a 
similar reaction to that of the Nat- 
ional Union Party. The traditional 
conservative forces in particular 
again felt that its playground is 
shrinking, and that development 
and change would lead to its exp- 
ulsion from the political arena. 
Nonetheless, the new formation 
and outlook, basically founded on 
faith in the need for the people’s 
participation and dialogue, pro- 
ved to be of a more subtle fabric 
than that of the Union. The new 
realistic structure received com- 
plete support from His Majesty 
King Hussein, who helped it stand 
the test of time to play an imp- 
ortant legislative role in the cou- 
ntry. The political role of the 
NCC. though less significant than 
its legislative one, has been con- 
siderably effective. Despite its lim- 
ited contribution to Jordan’s for- 
eign policy, the NCC has had a 
good say on home policy, adm- 
inistrative issues and the relations 
between the authorities and the 
government bodies on the one 
hand, and the masses on the other. 
For various reasons, the NCC par- 
ticipation in Jordan's foreign pol- 
icy has been limited. Being a sort 
ot but not exactly, substitute for 
the parliament, not based on con- 
stitutional provisions, it has had 
no access to practising the right of 
passing a confidence or no- 
confidence vote on the gov- 
ernment. Less consequential par- 
liamentary perviews. such as the 
right to inquiry and extending 
proposals, however, were granted 
the NCC. in addition to the right 
to debating the government’s gen- 
eral policies. 

The most significant role the 
NCC has played, and which' will 
prove more effective in the future, 
is the establishment of the bases 
and traditions of an open dialogue 
and expression. More than that, 
counter-views found the climate 
for regaining ability to practise 
democracy without fearing neg- 
ative consequences. It now seems 
that democracy is a social skill that 


is gained through practice, and 
that grows or fades out with pra- 
ctice or stagnation. 

Roots in heritage 

The NCC experiment could be 
considered a form that is so dose 
to that deeply rooted in our her - 
Stage — an issue which needs spe- 
cialised consideration. 

The National Union and the 
NCC are the most outstanding 
forms of interference by the pol- 
itical authorities in the political- 
progress process in Jordan during 
the last decade. Though it is to be 
admitted that things were not at 
their best, still it is to be pointed 
out that compared to the det- 
eriorating situation in the Third 
World regarding democracy, the 
Jordanian experience has been a 
positive one. Hence, it is our duty 
to respond positively to dev- 
elopments and to work hard for 
enriching our political experience 
on the path to complete dem- 
ocracy. Arejectionist stand, under 
the pretext that the present for- 
mulae do not satisfy’ our yearnings 
and thirst for democracy, can lead 
nowhere. We should realise that 
the political-advancement process 
and the response to necessary 
changes cannot be a one-man job: 
nor can h be that of isolated pol- 
itical organisations. Not even a 
people without a leadership can 
accomplish such a great task. The 
elite could help but not undertake 
the job by themselves. The pro- 
cess can only be successful when 
all such elements interact pos- 
itively. Wherever there is an opp- 
ortunity for forces of innovation, 
such a chance should be taken. 

Whenever there is a way that 
leads up closer to democracy, it 
must be supported. The road to 
true democracy is a long and hard 
one. and it cannot be shortened by 
a hasty action or even a. coup. 
Experience tells us that hasty act- 
ions. coup d etais and imposing 
hasty changes are futile, and the 
only thing they lead to is more sub- 
jugation of man. At least such 
changes do do< last long, that 
things usually return to a worse 
situation than the original one. 
Real change cannot be acc- 
omplished through shining slo- 
gans either, but actually is an inc- 
reasing response to people’ sneeds 
in every sphere. Such change is 
realised in the long run that gua- 
rantees advancement without fear 
of regression. 

Freedoms needed 

We know that the state should fur- 
ther emancipate the political sit- 


uation regarding freedom of exp- 
ression. press freedom, freedom 
of organisation and the realisation 
of sovereignty and equality before 
its jurisdiction. We also know that 
politics is the art of the possible, 
and that wc should contribute to 
•the creation of the climate which 
helps (h& state undertake daring 
steps. We hope that the pre- 
valance of positive thinking and. 
the desire to achieve progress 
among all parties will create a 
common ground for evetybody 
who is really interested in making 
a .better future for our people to 
join forces. 


Tbe leftist organisations 

What aboui the other political 
organisations that are to the left of 
the authorities in our dev." 
elopment process? As previously 
pointed out. talk about the fifties 
and the sixties does not help our 
present thesis much: 

— The epoch is out of date and 
numerous changes have taken 
place ever since. 

— The topic is controversial and ’ 
widely disputed. 

— The other political org- 
anisations were still young, and 
cannot be subjected to a criterion 
different from that by which we 
have judged the Jordanian regime 
itself. 

Hence. I shall confine ray arg- 
ument to the epoch of the sev-- 
enties. and on. 

It is granted that these org- 
anisations are banned by the force 
of law. This theoretically denies it 
freedom of movement to con- 
tribute to development. It is also 
granted that mistrust rules the rel- • 
aiionship between such org- 
anisations and the regime. Non- 
etheless. we should admit that 
regardless of the ban on their act- 
ivities. these organisations have, 
experienced a noticeable activity 
at various levels. The fact is that 
none insists that legalisation is a 
precondition for organised act- 
ivity. 

The mistrust which was an out- 
come of the mid-fifties events, and 
which still persists — but perhaps 
to a lesser extent — has not helped 
these political organisations to 
review their attitudes. Adherence 
to past strategy and positions ado- 
pted after the mid-fifties events 
has remained the prominent fea- 
ture of their political behaviour. 
Their relationship with the regime 
remained grounded in the ^first 
place on a rejectionist attitude. 
•They maintained a feeling of mis- 


trust and adhered to constantly bership and spread their inf- 
different positions from those luence. 

adopted by the state. We do not — These organisations scarcely 
like to say that these organisations contributed to the intellectual and 
still live in the same bunker they political life of the country. We 
put themselves into the fifties, seldom come across a book. a. 


This argument might be labelled 
hostile or biased by these org- 
anisations. but we have not sensed 
any attempts by these forces to. 
fin'd common grounds with the 
other side, the state. We believe 
that there are numerous issues of 
common concern to formulate a 
national consensus. We also bel- 
ieve that there are areas on which 
their are contradictory views. But 
we believe that sound analysis of 
such contradictions would lead to 
the conclusion that they are of no 
antagonistic nature. Most of the 
differences can be bridged thr- 
ough openmindedoess and dep- 
arture from ready-made formula 
and prejudgements. 

Are we being cruel in our jud- 
gement of these political org- 
anisations? 

We might be. but our jus- 
tification for that is that these org- 
anisations resort ideologically to a 
system of analysis of society and 
its contradictions, and how to rear 
the outcome of such con- 
tradictions in its new form. 

Why tbe rejectionism? 

An adoption of a continued rej- 
ectionist stance, and denial of the 
other sides positive attitudes can- 
not be an outcome of a 
scientifically-orientated system of 
analysis. Circumstances change, 
and the eighties cannot be judged 
by the criteria of the fifties. Dev- 
elopment and change have cha- 
racterised the world situation and 
all ideologies. All political doc- 
trines have witnessed revision, 
modernisation and development. 

The rejectionist stand adopted 
by illegal political organisations in 
Jordan had a negative impact on 
political advancement, as real 
progress cannot be achieved in the 
absence of the other view, which 
can through its interaction with 
the official view enrich the pol- 
itical life. The organisations the- 
mselves suffered great loss which 
can be summed up in the following 
aspects: 

— The role played by these org- 
anisations became increasingly 
weaker. Their membership failed 
to reach a minimum growth, and 
their activists grew less in number. 
On the other hand the religious 
movements succeeded through 
their positive drive and ability to 
move in all directions in sub- 
stantially increasing their mem- 


study or an article that undertakes 
to analyse socio-economic phe- 
nomena or the socio-political sit- 
uation in the country objectively. 
The arena of intellectual work was 
left completely to the official view, 
ft might be said that the Pub-' 
lication’s Law docs not help much 
in this concern, but the answer io 
such an argument is that books can 
be printed and published abroad if 
not in Jordan. As regards dis- 
tribution of publications, we dare 
say that almost all banned pub- 
lications find their way to all 
homes. A look at Amman Lib- 
raries’ bookshelves and dow- 
ntown streets shows an abundance 
of leftist and revolutionary works 
displayed to the extent that cen- 
sorship on books docs not really 
exist. It also can be said that there 
is no ban on any book that has an 
acceptable intellectual value. 

— Refrain from contributing to 
the political life in the legalised 
institutions, although there has 
been a considerable margin for 
politically-affiliated persons, or 
those who share with these org- 
anisations their views. 

— Refrain from supporting 
emerging forces, which have 
found a place in Jordan's legalised 
political institutions. Such forces 
have had to fight the battle of pro- 
gress on their own. and most often 
than not ineffectively, which has 
led to a sense of frustration among 
the best part of these. 

— A negative response to pro- 
gressive steps that presented the- 
mselves. and which were und- 
ervalued because they arc int- 
roduced by the authorities. Any 
accomplishment to the welfare of 
the public was thus rejected. 

The question that poses itself 
now is: Can progress be achieved 
instantly and in a miraculous way? 
.Or. is it a long-rung process that 
accumulates little steps over old 
ones, and new ideas, contributions 
and practices, over previously- 
attained ones ? Has the European 
individuals, being the best ste- 
reotype. dignity and freedom of 
speech and organisation been acc- 
omplished all at one time? Or was 
it an outcome of a continued 
long-term human effort that was 
contributed to by thousands of 
thinkers and people interested in 
the human cause in years and 
years of hard work? 

Should we turn into futurisxs 
char neglect man's every-day con-

ccms. under (he illusion that a 
great big miracle will be acc- 
omplished someday? 

1 call upon all workers in pol- 
itical organisations who believe in 
the cause of progress, human dig- 
nity. and in a better future for (his 
nation io review their attitudes, 
practise self-criticism, adopt pos- 
itive stands and refrain from rej- 
ectionism and isolationism. 

My appeal is no romanticist's 
dream or a compromise solution. 
Through understanding of the 
nature of progress and change, 
cognisance of its accumulative 
character, abandonment of the 
voluntary -exile psychology and a 
high sense of urgency lor solving 
the peoples' s daily concents, we 
issue this appeal to the nation’s 
official leaders as well as the lea- 
ders of political organisations. 

A national conccensus on basic 
issues must be realised. Without 
such a concensus, there can be no 
solution to our problems in Jor- 
dan. as well as in the Arab and 
Islamic worlds. 

As for the enlightened elite and 
its role, we trust that it should be • 
traced everywhere in the official 
leadership apparatus as well as in 
other political organisations. We 
dare say. rcgretably. that the latter 
are seldom there. Their role is 
quite limited that we find it fair to 
wonder where there contributions 
are. Where are their books, stu- 
dies and practices? where are their 
efforts for solving the human crisis 
of our man? What have they done 
to satisfy his needs for thought and 
spiritual poverty? How can the 
successive generations of this nat- 
ion. swept adrift by various ide- 
ologies — defend themselves aga- 
inst campaigns of alienation and 
enstrangement to their heritage 
and culture? We look around and 
find only a few encouraging signs. 

Finally. 1 am with those who bel- 
ieve that 1 have not fully answered 
the big and consequencial que- 
stions I have posed in my forward.- 
ft is simply because the answers to 
such questions take no less than a 
serious drive by all those res- 
ponsible for achieving progress ro 
search for a formula. Official lea- 
ders, leaders of various political 
organisations and leaders of the 
Islamic movement are a great 
hope to millions and millions of 
people. An open positive dia- 
logue. and a search for a common 
language for composing the book 
of progress are inevitable. Reg- 
aining our human dignity first, and 
restoring the glorious role of the 
Arab and_ Islamic Nation should 
be otir main objective.' ' '•

NEW YORK (Ri - Jimmy Con- 
nors overcame torrid heat, a sore 
toe and an upseL stomach to win 
his fifth U.S. Open singles cha- 
mpionship with a 6-3. 6-7. 7-5. 
6-o victory over Ivan Lendl. 

■‘It wasn't quite as beautiful as. 
the others but I got the job done.” 
the 31 -vear-old Connors said 
after defeating the Czechoslovak 
in the final for the second con* 
secutivc year. 

The victory on Sunday earned 
Connors M2li.ni in and the silver 
winner's cup. 

In the women's singles. Martina 
Navratilova won her first Open bv 
beating six-time champion Chris 
Evert Lloyd in straight sets on 
Saturday. 

Navratilova returned on Sun- 
day to join Pam Shrive r in taking 
the women's doubles title by bea- 
ting South African Rosalyn Fai- 
rbank and American Candy Rey- 
nolds 6-7. 6-1. 6-3 for the $4S.nuii 
prize. 

In the mixed doubles final Aus- 
tralians Elizabeth Sayers and John 
Fitzgerald combined to win the 
SI7.IMN) first prize by beating 
Americans Barbara Potter and 
Ferdi Taygan 3-6. 6-3. 6-4. 

Connors, the only player to cap- 
ture the Open title on clay, grass 
and hardcoun surfaces, again 
demonstrated his tenacity by win- 
ning in temperatures that rose 
above I oil degrees f(3X degrees c> 
on the stadium court at the Nat- 
ional Tennis Centre. 

Lendl was left wondering what 
would have happened if he had 
not double faulted at what both 
players agreed was the turning 
point of the match. 

It came at 5-4 as Lendl was ser- 


ving for a two sets to one lead in 
the" best-of-five match and bro- 
ught the 10th game back to deuce. 
Connors took advantage of the 
slip by ripping a forehand volley 
and then a backhand cross court 
volley winner to even the set at 
5-5- 

He was able to take advantage 
of the opening despite an injured 
little roe which he strained in his 
semi-final win over Bill Scanlon of 
the U.S. and a case of diarrhea 
that forced him to take a five- 
minute break during the match. 

Connors swept the next eight 
games to clinch victory.*' When he 
double faulted on set point 1 said 
to myself if he's going to do that, 
he's going to give me a chance.” 
Connors said. 

So I started getting in there and 
jumping on my returns more, 
“said Connors, whose winning 
cheque lifted him past five million 
dollars in career earnings. 

Lendl said he never really rec- 
overed from the double fault.

He offered little resistance in 
the final set although he stiffened 
at 5 -U and saved two match points 
on two of the 1 6 aces he served up 
in the match. 

On the eighth deuce. Connors 
ended the lS3-minute match by 
stroking a forehand cross court 
winner for the title. His clutch of 
five titles has been betterd in the 
modem era only by Bill Tilden. 
who won seven. 

Connors, seeded third, took the 


first set of the match quite easily, 
breaking Lendl in the second 
game and again in the fifth. “I was 
a little nervous from the beg- 
inning." 23-year-old LendL win- 
ner of 35 singles titles, said. 

In the second ser Connors was 
again on the attack. He broke 
Lendl in the opening game and 
held for a 2-0 lead. But Lendl roa- 
red back, saving three breakpoints 
in the third game, then won the 
next three to take a 4-2 lead. 

Connors brought the set back 
on service in the ninth game and 
the two served out to force 3 tie-, 
breaker that Lendl won 7-2. tak- 
ing the last six points. . 

Lendl said he may have felt the 
effects of this effort. “Coming 
back in the second set. I lost a lot 
of energy.” Lendl said. 

In the third set. the first three 
games wem against service, with 
Lendl taking a 2-1 lead. The pla- 
yers then both held through the 
next six games and Lendl found 
himself serving for the set at 5-4. 

He escaped one break point at 
30-40. then gained the setpoint 
when a blistering serve deep to 
Connors' backhand allowed Lendl 
to stroke a winning volley. But 
Lendl then squandered the point 
with his double fault. 

The 11 -day. 52 million tou- 
rnament. which drew 20.575 on 
Sunday, set a world attendance 
record" of 427.313. 

The victories by Navratilova, 
who also received a S5UU.0I.J0 
bonus from a commercial sponsor 
for winning consecutive tou- 
rnaments on clay (Hilton Head). 
Grass i Wimbledon) and har- 
dcourt (Open), pushed her over 
the S6 million mark in winnings — 
the most ever by a tennis player.

AMMAN — Mahmoud Jerasheh 
has been working out seven hours 
a day. six days a week, for six 
months now to be in shape for the 
35th Amateur Bodybuilding 
Championships to be held in Lon- 
don on Sept. 17th.

“Still not good enough,” he says 
with a sardonic smile. 

Looking at all the bristling mus- 
cles, it is bard to understand the 
reasons for his discontent. Ever 
since be stopped taking part in 
local competitions — after holding 
the “Mr. Jordan” title unbroken 
from 1 965 till 1 975 — he has done 


ABCD from American mag- 
azines. 

Teaching and training himself at 
home with two dumbbells, a bar- 
bell and a bench, he managed wit- 
hin three years to capture the “ Mr. 
Jordan” title. No one took it away 
from him till he stopped taking 
part in local bodybuilding events 
in 1975. 

Even today, there are only three 
clubs besides the Ministry of 
Sports Centre in Jordan, all loc- 
ated in Amman, and the number 
of serious, full-time bodybuilders 
in the country is no more than 
fifty. Public awareness and int- 
erest of the sport is not high, and 
the resources needed to inject new 
blood to the sport just aren’t 
there. 

But nothing of the sort dis- 
courages the dedicated. Training 
for a contest means an almost asc- 
etic discipline. Mahmoud Jer-

MONZA. Italy (R) — The World 
Motor Racing Championship is 
wide open after Brazilian Nelson 
Piquet's fine victory in the Italian 
Grand Prix on Sunday. 

The scene is set for a great battle 
in the last two races of the Season, 
featuring the Brazilian in bis Bra- 
bham. Frenchman Rene Arnoux. 
who finished second in his Ferrari, 
and Arnoux 1 5 compatriot Alain 
Prost, who pulled his Renault out 
of the race. 

The next Grand Prix will be 
held at Brands Hatch in two weeks 
time, to be followed three weeks 
later by the South African Grand 
Prix ax Kyalami. 

Prost leads the championship 
with 51 points, only two points in 
front of Arnoux and five ahead of 
the Brazilian fonner world cha- 
mpion. 

“The championship is now wide 
open between me, Piquet and 
Prost.” Arnoux told reporters on 
Sunday as he left the racetrack set 


in a large park outside Milan. 

Piquet took the lead after 
team-mate Riccardo Patrese aba- 
ndoned the race when his engine 
exploded on the third lap. The 
Brazilian never looked back, cro- 
ssing the finishing line more than 
10 seconds in front of Arnoux. 

Piquet said he believed his 
BMW-engined car would perform 
particularly well on the fast Kya- 
lami circuit. 

He told reporters he thought his 
Brabham might be less suited ro 
conditions on the tortuous Brands 
Hatch circuit. 

The McLarens and the Alfa

Dollar falls sharply 


British 
Airways 
to replace 
jetliners 

LONDON (Special) — British 
Airways has decided to replace its 
Trident fleet with 14 new 737-200 
jetliners. 

The airline said. the Boeing twi- 
njets will be obtained “on a short- 
term lease basis under arr- 
angements to be made with a 
group of bankets." 

British Airways said the 737 
was chosen for reasons of com- 
monality with its existing fleet, 
and ‘'because of its popularity 
with passengers.” 

No purchase price was ann- 
ounced. 


LONDON (R) — The U.S. dollar 
was sharply down from its pre- 
weekend levels against major cur- 
rencies in early trading on Eur- 
opean foreign exchange markets 
Monday. 

Reacting to the weekend's news 
of an unexpected S2 billion fall in 
the U.S. M-l money supply — the 
total of cash and immediately ava- 
ilable funds in circulation — the 
dollar fell to 2.6525 marks in Fra- 
nkfurt. more than 1.5 pfennings 
below Friday's close. 

The dollar also slipped below 
eight French francs for the first 
time in several weeks, opening at 
7.9955 in London. 

Exactly one month ago it stood 
at a record x.22 francs. 

The Swiss franc, at 2. 1598 to 


the dollar in early London trading, 
and the Dutch guilder, at 2.9695 
to the dollar, also regained some 
of the ground they lost during the 
dollar’s recent rise. 

Dealers said the fall in U.S. 
money supply was contraiy to 
expectations, and added to the 
51.4 billion fall the previous week, 
meant that U.S. M-l was within its 
target range, ruling out any early 
tightening of credit by the Federal 
Reserve Board. 

European currencies were also 
stabilised by last week’s raising of 
some central bank interest rates in 
West Germany. Austria and the 
Netherlands, dealers said. 

An analysis published Monday 
by Lloyds Bank predicted that the 
dollar’s rise had ended and that 


the currency was now due to dec- 
line until the middle of next year. 

It said the dollar, which hit 2.73 
marks in early August, would fall 
to 2.60 marks by the end of this 
month and might buy only 2.25 
marks by mid- 19X4. 

Lloyds predicted that sterling, 
which has been largely unaffected 
by the recent dollar strength and 
opened Monday around Si. 5050. 
would rise against the U.S. unit 
but would lose ground against 
European currencies because of 
Britain's weakening external tra- 
ding position. 

Sterling, which Monday traded 
at 3.9929 marks, would be worth 
only 3.60 marks by mid-19X4. the 
Lloyds analysis predicted. 


Pentagon told to revamp 
purchases of spare parts 


WASHINGTON — U.S. Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger, in a 
strongly worded new directive, 
ordered the military to overhaul 
quickly the Pentagon's discredited 
system for buying spare pans. 

The 11 -page order, which 
hasn't yet been made public, dem- 
ands changes in the contractual 
relationships between the military 
and major defeoce contractors. 

These changes include new pro- 
cedures to insure greater com- 
petition and specific steps to single 
out overpriced items and demand 
refunds from their makers. 

In some cases. Mr. Weinberger 
■ told the military to ignore existing 
Pentagon procurement rules, 
which are riddled with loopholes. 

This summer, a series of highly 
critical internal audit reports con- 
cluded that the Pentagon rou- 
tinely pays outrageously high pri- 
ces for many of the spare parts it 
buys at the rate of SI 3 billion a 
year. 

In his new directive, which 


demands that numerous changes 
be made in spare parts pro- 
curement within 9U days, the 
defence secretary declared, “lam 
resolved that the Department of 
Defence act dicisively. ... Our cre- 
dibility before the Congress and 
the public is at stake.” 

The defence chief said in an int- 
erview that the Pentagon has sig- 
ned many “bad contracts” with 
pans suppliers over the years, 
which had the effect of “allowing 
the manufacturer to set his own 
price and foreclosing us from 
going elsewhere." 

Such agreements must be scr- 
apped. he said. 

He conceded that, even if the 
Pentagon changes procedures 
within 91) days, spare parts pricing 
problems won't disappear. 

Some of the contracting cha- 
nges being ordered are likely to 
meet stiff resistance from defence 
contractors and even military off- 
icers who have been using the cur- 
rent system for 20 years or more. 


Unlike the “10-point” pro- 
gramme on spare pans that Mr. 
Weinberger issued last month, the 
latest order addresses specific 
aspects of the buying system and 
imposes deadlines on the military 
to alter the procedures or adm- 
inister them better. 

For instance, within 90 days, the 
services are to assign extra people, 
including more engineers, to find 
companies that can be invited to 
bid on spare pans currently obt- 
ained from a single company. 

The air force has acknowledged 
that only 20%of its annual totai of 
56 billion in spare pans purchases 
is awarded competitively. 

More engineers and other con- 
tracting experts also must be ass- 
igned to evaluate spare parts and 
decide if they are overpriced. Mr. 
Weinberger's orders states. 

The secretary ordered buying 
officers to “challenge any pro- 
curement action for spare parts 
where estimated or negotiated 
price appears unrelated to int- 


rinsic value” and “pursue app- 
ropriate refunds or oiher rec- 
oupments rigorously." 

Another major point in the 
order is that military negotiators 
must insist on new contract pro- 
visions that obtain the rights to 
technical data and equipment des- 
igns. 

Companies have long withheld 
this material on grounds it is pro- 
prietary. even though the Pen- 
tagon often helps finance com- 
pany research and development. 

This stance frequently has for- 
ced the government to buy spare 
pans from single sources, often at 
prices federal auditors deem exc- 
essive. 

The defence secretary directed 
that government ownership rights 
be expanded in contracts for new 
weapons. 

He used his legal authority ro 
waive existing Pentagon reg- 
ulations that spell out conditions 
under which contractors may ret- 
ain the rights.

MANILA (R) — President Fer- 
dinand Marcos has reduced ihe 
prison terms of I Nil criminals and 
freed 253 others, including a Jap- 
anese tourist held for nine months 
on charges ot possessing drugs, 
officials said .Monday. 

A spokesman said Mr. Marcos 
approved the board's rec- 
ommendations on his 66th bir- 
thday at the presidential palace 
Sunday. 

He said plans were being made 
tor the deportation of Kimiyoshi 
Hirayama Kawakami. 21. from 
Tochigi in Japan who was arrested 
in December tor possession and 
use of marijuana. 

Of the 433 prisoners affected. 
19 were given absolute pardons 
and 234 are to be freed on parole. 
The spokesman said the rem- 
aining ISO have had their prison 
terms reduced. 

Presidential officials said on 
Saturday that vlr. Marcos had 
ordered’ the release of 37 det- 
ainees. including West German 
Lutheran pastor V'olcker Schmidt. 

All 37 were subject to special 
presidential orders which allowed 
for indefinite detention. 

Pastor Schmidt. 41 . from Ham- 
burg. was held in the southern Phi- 
lippines tor six months on con- 
spiracy and subversion charges 
which were later dropped for lack 
ot evidence. He lett for home on 
Saturday night. 


Pinochet tries to play 
down internal problems 


SANTIAGO (R) — Widespread violence erupted in 
Santiago’s shanty towns Sunday night after Pre- 
sident Augusto Pinochet brushed aside major pro- 
tests against 10 years of military rule in Chile. 


Speaking on the 10th ann- 
iversary of the bloody coup that 
brought him to power. Gen. Pin- 
ochet described Chile's economic 
crisis and anti-government pro- 
tests were temporary difficulties. 

But only a few hours after he 
declared he would stay on to lead . 
the country to his vision of dem- 
ocracy. radio stations aud res- 
idents said demonstrators clashed 
with police in several suburbs 
where barricades of stones and 
bonfires blocked roads. 

One radio station said two peo- 
ple were wounded by burst of 
sub-mac hinegun fired from a car 
in the suburb of El Pilar. It added 
that several people were wounded 
in shooting in other areas. 

Police appealed to dem- 
onstrators manning barricades 
and stoning cars to let ambulances 
and taxis through to take the wou- 
nded to hospital. 

Police said two people were kil- 
led earlier in the day in the poor 
suburb of Pundahuel. near San- 
tiago's international airport.

Search for schooner 
lost off Hong Kong on 


HONG KONG ( R i —The British 
navy mounted an air sea search 
Monday for a eight people aboard 
a three-masted schooner which 
vanished off Hong Kong in a typ- 
hoon. 

The alarm was raised when a 
Japanese man was picked up by a 
local fishing boat after dinging to 
a lifebuoy for three days. He said 
the schooner, the 225-ton Osprey, 
sank in Typhoon Ellen which bat- 
tered the British colony on Friday 
with winds of up to 24if kilometres 
an hour. 

The survivor, identified as H. 
Orula. was plucked from the sea 
south of islands between Hong 
Kong and the Portuguese- 


administered territory of Macao. 
Doctors said he was recovering in 
hospital Monday. 

Hong Kong authorities have not 
named the eight missing people 
but press repons said they inc- 
luded a Norwegian woman, three 
Americans, a Canadian, an Aus- 
tralian and a Thai. 

Typhoon Ellen killed at least 1 6 
people in Hong Kong, the adj- 
oining new territories and Macao. 
Nearly 4UU people were injured 
and 24 ships ran aground. 

The steel-hulled Osprey, owned 
by a Japanese consortium, was 
built in Sweden 45 years ago and 
has been based in Hong Kong to 
provide pleasure trips for tourists.

‘Temporary difficulties' 

Gen. Pinochet acknowledged 
what he called “temporary dif- 
ficulties” in a 1 US-minute speech 
in which he gave a glowing acc- 
ount of achievements the 1973 
coup that toppled the Maixist 
government of President Salvador 
Allende. 

He blamed the organisers of 
five days of protest against mil- 
itary rule for violence which has 
killed 42 people since May.

Mr. Allende was killed saved 
Chile from Soviet Imperialism, be. 
reiterated “the unchanging int- 
ention of fulfilling loyally the 
promise... to rid Chile of the tot- 
alitarian threat". 

Gen. Pinochet said: “We shall 
face with energy any attempt to 
disturb order, and we shall per- 
secute any expression of terrorism 
and violence." 

4th consecutive day 

In the fourth consecutive day of 
disturbances, residents reported 
barricades of stones and bonfires 
in several areas. They said there 
were clashes near the football sta- 
dium and police smashed windows 
as people banged pots in a tra- 
ditional form of protest. 

Police said a teenager was shot 
dead from a passing van and said a 
second man was killed in Pud- 
ahuei. Residents said (he second 
man fired the shot and was lyn- 
ched after his van stalled. 

A French journalist was still in 
hospital Monday suffering from 
concussion after being beaten by 
police who stormed a Santiago 
cemetery on Saturday during the 
funeral of a youth shot during dis- 
turbances. 


Airliner incident stresses 
Soviet security obsession

MOSCOW —The shooting down 
of a South Korean airliner which 
veered off course over sensitive 
military areas is an extreme exa- 
mple of the Soviet Union’s sec- 
urity obsession felt by travellers 
everywhere in the country. 

In this vast country. IU.OoO kil- 
ometres across, from the Bering 
Straits opposite Alaska to the Pol- 
ish border via the scorched deserts 
of Central Asia, travel, par- 
ticularly for the foreigner, calls for 
strict adherence to specific routes. 

The slightest detour by a for- 
eigner from a planned route brings 
strict and speedy reaction from the 
authorities. 

For Soviet citizens also. large 
areas of their own country, inc- 
luding the island of Sakhalin and 
the Kamchatka Peninsula, are 
off-limits without a special pass 
procured at no small effort after 
clearance by police and security 
services. 

“This tragedy is an example of 
their general policy carried to 
unbelievable extremes." a Wes- 
tern European diplomat said. 

All foreign tourism in the SovieC 
Union is controlled by Intourist, 
which presents itself in the West as 
a travel agency but is in fact a state 
committee, effectively a gov- 
ernment ministry, headed by 
Communist Party central com- 
mittee member Pyotr Abr- 
assimov. 

Tourists attempting a motoring 
holiday in the Soviet Union are 
issued by Intourist with a list of 
stops they are allowed to make. 
They must present this on request 
to police. 

The tourist is told which roads 
he may use. These purport to be 
the main roads. Intourist explains 
its concern that the tourisLwil! not 
get lost or run out of petrol. 

In fact, the roads designated for 
foreigners are often circuitous and 
occasionally in worse condition 
than a more direct route, which is 
“closed" without explanation. 

One motor tourist who stopped 
for five minutes to photograph a 
monument to the Soviet World 
War II victory at Kursk in Central 
Russia was asked by a worried pol- 
iceman: “Is this stop marked on 
your itinerary?" 

Adherence to ihe itinerary is 
controlled by traffic police, known 
by their Russian initials G.A.I. 
They are stationed at checkpoints, 
often with barriers which can be 
lowered across the road, on hig- 
hways and on every road leading 
into a town. 

The GA.I. are also subject to 
higher authority. When a Western 
correspondent tried to drive thr- 
ough the Don Cossack town of 
Novocherkassk he was told by the 
G.A.L “The KGB (security pol- 
ice ) have closed the road to you." 

Most big towns in European 
Russia have bypass roads and 
unless the foreign traveller has 
specified a visit to the town, he is 
expected to use them. The result is 
that a long journey can be a boring 
drive through seemingly endless 
countryside. 

The travel restrictions apply to 
foreigners permanently resident 
in Moscow at least as strictly as to 
tourists. 

Most businessmen are not even 
issued with multiple-entry visas 


and have to apply to the foreign 
ministry up to two days in advance 
when they want to leave the cou- 
ntry. 

Diplomats and western cor- 
respondents must inform the min- 
istry of foreign affairs two days 
before they intend to travel out- 
side Moscow specifying a detailed 
route. If travelling by car. they 
must give the make, "colour and 
registration number. 

They must then travel only on 
certain roads even in areas of the 
counrty which are in theory open 
to foreigners. The G.A.I. also tend 
to err on the side of caution. 

A Western correspondent who 
detoured 45 kilometres off a main 
road to visit a beauty spot was 
immediately turned around and 
sent back despite having notified 
the foreign ministry. 

On the road from the Black Sea 
resort of Sochi to the re gional cap- 
ital. Krasnodar, foreigners are obl- 
iged to make a detour of some 120 
kilometres via the unlovely 
cement-producing city of Nov- 
orossisk. 

Signposts on tourist routes are 
written in Latin script as well as 
the Russian Cyrillic alphabet. 

A correspondent following dir- 
ections written in Russian only 
was forced off the road within two 
minutes of turning off by a G.A.I. 
Land Rover which suddenly app- 
eared. 

On such occasions diplomats, 
correspondents or tourists are 
asked to sign a statement ack- 
nowledging that they have del- 
iberately broken their itinerary. 

An American journalist who 
made a one-day boat excursion 
from a Black Sea holiday resort 
was met on the beach at the only 
stop by police with a statement 
ready for him to sign. 

Veteran foreign Moscow res- 
idents relate many such stories of 
action which appears punitive rat- 
her than preventive. 

There are official maps of areas 
closed to foreigners but they are 
neither numerous nor easily acq- 
uired. Embassies have special tra- 
vel officers to advise staff on rou- 
tes. 

Large areas around Moscow are 
permanently close to foreigners. 
The main road South, which for a 
brief stretch is the only good road 
for the next 2.UU0 kilometres is 
off-limits after 28 kilometres. 

Foreigners have to take a route 
through small towns which has not 
been resurfaced for 40 years. 

Border areas are equally sen- 
sitive. A 25-kilometre zone along 
almost the entire frontier of the 
country is closed to all but those 
with permission to cross. 

When two British diplomats 
wanted to cross the border by train 
to Turkey, the Soviet Union’s only 
frontier with a NATO state, a spe- 
cial carriage was put on to take 
them and the only other two pas- 
sengers. 

Flights to Moscow are almost 
never diverted to other Soviet air- 
ports.

The ministry said in a statement 
the demand would be conveyed to 
Moscow through the United Sta- 
tes later Monday.

It also said the exact 
amount of compensation being 
sought had not yet been worked 
out.

South Korea is suggesting the 
formation of a consultative group 
among the ambassadors in Was- 
hington of the countries involved 
io discuss joint steps to obtain 
reparations.

Tai- 
wan. The Philippines. Hong Kong. 
Britain. Canada. Thailand. Aus- 
tralia.

transport ministry officials said.
